Anfe, This charge of Davids was doubtle(s agree- 
able to that juftice and equity which was one of thofe 
qualities that made him be ftiled a man afcer Gods 
own heart; fince théy had both deferved Death, the 
one for his infidelity and murders, and the other for 
rifing up agzinft, and oppofing the King as muchas 
was inhis power, for which Davids Captains thought 
him worthy of immediate Death. And it being fo 
eafy a thing for the King, if he had born them any 
ill will, particularly upon his own account, to have 
taken them off, ‘tis plain that *twas juftice and not 
revenge that made him lay this injunction, he hav- 
ing {pared them during his own life, that being a 
paifion which knows no limits where it wants not 
power. 


Anfw, The unexemplary patience of Job appears in 
his quiet refignation to the will’ of Heaven, under 
fuch preffing affli€tions,and that of fuch a nature,and fo

Queft. 4. Vvkat was the Autient Hypothefis of the 
Air, and its affedions ?

Anfw, They held it to be an Element humid and 
warm; ifs motion upwards, its place between fire 
and water, and divided it into three Regions; the low- 
er, which begins atthe Earth or Water and reaches 
up tosthe place of the Clouds, becaufe fo far the beams 
of the Sun are more ftrongly refleéted from the 
Earth, whote ftreams they carry with them to be mat- 
ter of theie Clouds. The middle, which at the ex 
tent of the Lower Region reaches to the top of the 
Clouds ; and this is {aid to be the coldcft of the three, 
for thefe two reafons, firft, becau ’tis fo far from 
the Sunthat many of its rays cannot reachit, and alfo 
at fuch a diftance fron the Earth, that the refleéted 
rays afcend notroit. And,coadly,becaule,according 
to the Antients, the cold vapours which are drawn up 
by heat, returning to their native cold, Cool and Chil 
the Air that is mingled with them. And as fire be- 
fieged with cold in frofty weather,fcorches vehemently, 
having its heat thereby intended, fo the middle Region 
of the Air being befet on each fide by thofe warmer 
ones, hath bétween them its cold intended alf¥. The 
vapours which are naturally cold, have their cold 
ftrengthened, as hot vapours by their Neighbouring 
cold are heightened fometimes toa flame. From 
thefe reluétances proceed the generation of meteors, 
in this part of the Air, but whether the Air it felf has 
any native cold to be intended may well be doubted as 
contrary to their definition of Air. Thefe two Regi» 
ons together are called the Earths Atmofphere, the 
extent whereof has been varioufly afiga’d, fome of 
‘em affirming it to be in height three miles perpendi- 
cular from the furface of the Earth, fome four, fome 
feven, and fome much more. Olimpus is faid to have 
ics name.from a Greek word, which fignifies clear from 
Clouds, they afcending not fo high. -’Tis alfo told us 
of a part of the Alps near Palys, chat there is an hill 
fo high that perfons afcenling it, have gone from 
great heat at the bottom, throwzh {now in the mid- 
dle, to dry land at the top, where no rain or dew 
comes; and therefore no vegetable is there to be feen, 
and that below them they obferved Thunder and 
Lightning and great Storms, and yer that they them- 
felves have not felt the leaft motion of the Air. And 
the like account we have in the Philofophical tranfafti- 
ons of the Pick of Tenzriff. And the higheft Region 
of the Air is from the top of the Clouds to the Ele- 
ment of Fire, according to the Anticac manner of 
{peaking ; this is (0 fubtle and thin, that ‘tis unfit for 
perfons to breath ia, wheretore thole which have gone 
up t» the tops of thefe high hills, have been forc’d to 
carry moift {fpunges in their teeth, to qualify the Air. 
This Region is faid to kecp its quality of extent,where- 
as the others vary’ it, for in the furhmer the lower is 
bigger, in the winter lefs, giving to or taking from the 
middle according to the more direft or oblique re- 
fleétions of the Suns Beams, dirett refleétion rifing 
hi than oblique, the Angle of Eacidence and that 
of reflection being the famiz. They afcribe thele qua- 
lities to the affettions of the Air, Auidity, elafticity, 
and weight, abfolurely contidered with repeat to the 
mixtures in the Atimofphere.
